Stimson’s statement of recognition 
said: 

“The American ambassador at Rio 
de Janeiro received a note some days 
ago from the defacto government of 
Brazil, setting forth the composition 
of the present government, stating 
that it will respect national obliga- 
tions contracted abroad as well as 
treaties and other international obli- 
gations and requesting recognition. 

“Ambassador Morgan, at our re- 
quest, has been studying the entire 
situation upon which the question of 
recognition depends and the depart- 
ment has received this morning his 
final report. 

“Therefore we instructed him to 
answer the request above mentioned 
that this government will be happy 
to continue with the new government 
of Brazil the same friendly relations 


as with its predecessors.” 

Unlike the immediate recoghition of 
new revimes recently in Argentina, 
Pera and Bolivia, the formal an- 
nouncement wag delayed pending the 
receipt of the report from Ambassador 
Morgan as to the exact status of the 
new Brazilian administration. State 
department officials had raised the 
question whether the new administra- 
tion was a successor to the govern- 
ment of President Wash'ngton Luis 
or an entirely new government. In 
the former case no_ re-recognition 
would have been necessary. 

The day before the unseating of 
Luis, the United States had placed an 
embargo on arms to the rebels. The 
rebel coup d'etat came as a consider- 
able surprise to the state department. 
The fact that it had just forbidden 
the sale °* arms to those who came 
in power caused the American gov- 
ernment to approach the question of 
recognition cautiously and to await

Rampant banditry, anleashed ap-

Both 
meetings are being sponsored by the 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, which 
is making extensive plans for enter- 
taining the distinguished delegates and 
directors. 

The first’ meeting, November 19 and 
20, will be the southeastern states 
regional traffic and aviation confer- 
ence, for the discussion of prablems 
of street and highway traffic and leg- 
islation made necessary by the in- 
crease in air travel. It will be spon- 
sored jointly by the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States, the At- 
lanta Chamber of Commerce, the 
Aeronautical Chamber of Commerce of 
America and the National Conference 
on Street and Highway Safety. This 
meeting will continue through two 
days, and all the sessions will be held 
at the Atlanta Biltmore hotel.

Beginning Friday, November 21, the 
first southern meeting of the board 
of directors of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States will be 
held at the Biltmore, continuing 
through Saturday morning. This will 
be attended by officers and directors 
of the national chamber from all over 
the country. The directors usually 
meet at the headquarters in Wash- 
ington, but will hold this meeting in 
Atlanta largely in compliment to the 
two Atlanta citizens who are direc- 
tors of the national chamber—William 
Candler and Francis: E. Kamper. 

While the two conferences are sepa- 
rate and distinct, it is expected that 
several of the national directors will 
arrive in time to attend the traffic 
and aviation conference. 

Representatives of chambers of 
commerce, safety councils, counties, 
municipalities, aviation clubs and mo- 
tor clubs from all over the southeast 
will attend the conference on traffic 
and aviation problems. Acceptances 
have been received from nine south- 
eastern states. ‘ 

Among the principal speakers will 
be George W. Elliott, general secre- 
tary of the Philadelphia Chamber of 
Commerce, whose work as traffic com- 
missioner did so much to relieve con- 
gestion in Philadelphia; Howard E. 
Coffin, of Sea Island Beach, and 
Clarence M. Young, assistant secre- 
tary of commerce in charge of avia- 
tion affairs.

“As a result of appropriations avail- 
able during the present fiscal year 
the construction work of all kinds in 
the federal government will be in- 
erensed to a total exceeding $500,000,- 
000. The emergency appropriations 
that will be requested will be in the 
nature of an addition to this already 
enlarged program and will be in an- 
ticipation of such construction work 
as would normally have taken place a 
year or two hence, 

“The necessary technical prepara- 
tion has been under way for some 
months and’has now been advanced so 
that the program can be further ex- 
panded for emergency purposes. The 
precise amount for the emergency ap- 
propriation has not yet been decided 
upon but will be determined on a 
basis of authorized works for whYth 
the preliminary technical preparation 
has been or can be completed. The 
whole purpose is to provide further 
employment during the forthcoming 
year upon work of ultimate  neces- 
sity.”

It is the only attraction for Atlan- 

ta football fans for the afternoon, as 
Tech and Oglethorpe will be in Penn- 
sylvania and Georgia will be in New 
Orleans. The fans are expected to 
get plenty of action, however. 
+ Those Tech High-Boys’ High bat- 
tles are always worth while, even 
though neither team be in the run- 
ning for titles, but this year two titles 
are at stake. Yet a victory Saturday 
is worth all the titles, as far as the 
two student bodies are concerned. 
The season’s success is wrapped up 
in this game. 

A victory for Tech High will mean 
the city title—if G. M. A. loses to 
Boys’ High later on, and it will mean 
an chance to get into the play-off for 
the northern division title of the G 


ee yy 

A Boys’ High victory will give the 
Purples a decided lead in the race for 
city honors, with only G. M. A. 
left in their path, and an almost 
sure shot at the northern division 
G. I. A. A. playoff. 

Tech High holds a record of 12 
victories in the past 17 years, but 
has dropped three out of the last 
five, since Coach R. L. Doyal has been 
in charge at Boys’ High. Coach Tol- 
bert’s Smithies won out in 1927 and 
1928, while the Purples copped in 
1925, 1926 and 1929. 

In nine of those 17 games, one 
scoring play has decided the issue 
and four of those nine have been 
field goals. The teams have never 
played a tie game. 

Tech High has piled up a total of 
243 points against only 73 for Boys’ 
High. The largest margin of victory 
was in 1924, when Stumpy Thoma- 
son, Coot Watkins and their “gang” 
went wild and scored 69 points. 

Boys’ High rang up its largest 
point total last year, with an 18-to-6 
victory, and in 1918 they won out, 
12 to 0, for the same margin of vic- 
tory as in 1929. 

Comparative scores count for 
nothing when Tech High and Boys’ 
High get together. They forget all 
about their season’s record and go 
after that one game. 

This year’s game will be a renew- 
al of the old custom, with another 
year of rivalry added on. There is 
little to choose between them, and 
both are well coached. 

In six games this year Boys’ High 
has won four, lost one and tied an- 
other. They have scored 95 points 
to 9 for the opposition. 

Tech High has three victories, two 
defeats and one tie on its record, 
They have scored 85 points against 
40 for the opposition.

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College Football 
Nearly ‘Racket,’ 
Committee Says 


WILMINGTON, Del., Novy. 8. 
(AP)—The rich financial re- 
wards declared to be frequently 
accruing to successfal fobdtball 
coaches, threatens to make a 
veritable “racket,” of the college 
game if they have not already 
done so, in the opinion of the 
University of Pennsylvania’s 
alumni committee on athleties. 

The committee made its report 
today to the national conference 
of the Associated Pennsylvania 
Club. 

The report declared that “eol- 
lege football is no longer the 
player's game, but is a strug- 
gle between sagacious and clever 
coaches, a match between press- 
agented systems. 

“Our war is not against high- 
salaried coaches,” the report 
stated. “Whatever they are paid 
they earn by sleepless nights and 
criticism from all sources, as 
any who ever filled such berths 
will affirm. e rub is that a 
Situation similar to that in ama- 
teur golf and tennis, the old stunt 
of soft sinecures, has arisen, the 
game threatens to become a 
“racket.” It may already be one. 
Here is food for thought. The 
report recommended frankness 
and praised the scholarship-play- 
er system of the mid-west. 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. &.— 
(P)—College football as it is ad- 
ministered and played today was 
defended tonight by Coach Knute 
Rockne, of Notre Dame, and 
Coach Lud Wray, Pennsylvania, 
against the criticisms by the com- 
mittee on athletics of the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania alumni in 
Wilmington, Del. 

“I make $10,000 a year, win. 
lose or tie,” Rockne asserted. “I 
never heard of this side money 
which they say. comes to coaches, 
and I wish the report had been 
more specific and named some 
real instances. 

“The boys who play with my 
team are well above the average 
in their studies. There are more 
brains in my squad than in a 
large part of the student body.” 

Wray said: “Our point of view 
and objective in football at Penn- 
sylvania is to make the boys en- 
joy the game and develop their 
character and will to succeed in 
life after they are graduated.”

Still Lingers in Minds 
of Old Players. 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 8.—Two 
members of the University of Penn- 
sylvania football coaching staff have 
an added interest in the Georgia Tech 
game next Saturday afternoon on 
Franklin field, an interest that dates 
back to October, 1917. 


J. R. Ludlow Wray, head coach, 
and Carl Thomas, line coach ,of the 
Pennsylvania team, were members of 
an eleven that invaded Grant field in 
Atlanta. Wray was a center and 
Thomas a guard on the 1917 team. 

That ,season was one of Georgia 
Tech’s greatest. In the backfield 
were such stars as Strupper, Guyon, 
Hill and Harlan. They ran rampant 
against Pennsylvania, rolling up 41 
points while holding Wray and his 
teammates scoreless, 


Georgia Tech that year was coach- 
ed by John Heisman, who three years 
later became head coach at Pennsyl- 
vania. William Alexander, then as- 
sistant to Heisman in 1917, is now 
the head coach of the Atlantans. 


Teth’s season to date has not been 
in keeping with its usual high record, 
but Pennsylvania’s scouts have 
brought back reports that the south- 
erners have a team that should be at 
its best against Pennsylvania. Earl 
Dunlap, captain and quarterback, is 
one of the best backs in the south.

It took him 
weeks to master guard play, but once 
he got the knack of it, he came with 
such a rush that Tom Barrett, veter- 
an of three campaigns, was forced to 
the second eleven. 

Perina, 200-pound fullback, of the 
freshmen last season, was a substitute 
until just before the Kansas game, 
when he displayed sufficient talent to 
cause the coaches to switch him to 
the first team in place of Warren 
Gette, a veteran. Defensively Perina 
is one of the best backs in the squad. 
As a ball carrier he also ranks with 
the best. 

Pennsylvania’s varsity line-up as 
now constituted, has five sophomores. 
This is the largest number of second- 
year men in years. Willson, New- 
comb, Bloch, Engle, and Perina were 
all freshmen a year ago. Captain 
Gentle and John Olsen are the only 
seniors on the present varsity team.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 8.—(®)— 
Development of a new system of stand- 
ardized tests for college students which 
may revolutionize methods of higher 
education, has been undertaken by the 


American Council on Education. 
Working with a grant of $500,000 
‘from the Rockefeller Foundation, the 
| councilglans to evolve a system which 
will make students advancement in 
‘college dependent on actual achieve- 
‘ments in learning rather than in spend- 
‘ing a certain time, such as semesters, 
|in study. 
| It is proposed to construct a grad- 
‘uated series of standard knowledge 
| tests for every subject commonly stud- 
‘ied in colleges. At present the funda-

Vacancies Mount in Spite 
of Fast Expansion of 
Business, National Sur- 
vey Shows. 


The October report of the commit- 
tee on renting of the National Asso- 
ciation of Building Owners and Man- 
agers reveals an ample supply of un- 
used office space in practically all 
cities of the country. The survey 
made in 43 of the principal cities of 
the United States and Canada covers 
a total of 1,960 office buildings with 
a total floor area of 166,998,875 
square feet. 

Of this amount, 23,236,010 square 
feet are vacant, this figure represent- 
ing more than the total office space 
reported from the cities of Cleveland, 
Philadelphia and Los Angeles com- 
bined. ‘The percentage of vacancy, 
viz., 13.92 per cent, is the largest re- 
ported in the seven years that the as- 
sociation has been making frequent 
and periodic surveys of office building 
rental conditions. 

In addition to the present vacancy, 
11,054,562 square feet of office space 
are reported under construction. How- 
ever, only 1,147,269 square feet of 
the office space under construction 
will be ready for occupancy by Jan- 
uary 1, 1931. In the face of busi- 
ness conditions prevailing during the 

ast year, and in view of new space 

rought on the market, it is quite re 

markable that the percentage of va- 
cancy has increased only 2,37 per 
cent since October, 1929. 

R. W. McElroy, chairman of the 
committee on renting, states: “Our 
successive rental surveys show that 
American business for several years 
wien to 1930 was able to absorb a 
luge volume of office space annually, 
but that even in those prosperous 
times new office space was produced 
at a still faster rate.

15 at the Atlanta Woman's Club the 
following excellent suggestions, stat- 
ing that: 

In the division of art .which of- 
fers such an opportunity to mould 
public taste and to further the crea- 
tive work of our own American art- 
ists, your chairman is endeavoring to 
follow as closely as possible the out- 
line of the general federation. Art in 
the community is the slogan and the 
keynote is to bring beauty to every- 
day life, to assist talented children and 
to stress the encouragement of the 
American artist, because if art is to 
flourish in our land, it must be sup- 
ported. This does not mean that we 
do not value the work of the old 
masters but that we wish to uphold 
and develop our own art which is 
worthy of a place in any gallery of 
Europe. 

General federation division’ of art 
owns several collections which will be 
loaned for exhibition by payment of 
a small fee and in some instances just 
transportation one way. Atlanta fed- 
eration. has a traveling loan exhibit 
which may be obtained by paying the 
cost of transportation and may be 
kept two weeks for study. 


Penny art fund sponsored by the 
general federation is being success- 
fully operated in a number of 
states. The plan is this: A club 
of 17 members sends in 17 cents, a 
club of 50 members sends in 50 cents, 
one of 700 sends $7, a penny a year 
for each member. The state chair- 
man receives the money and with it 
purehases paintings from current ex- 
hibitions for prizes to be presented at 
the state convention, to the clubs do- 
ing the most constructive art work. 

No club is eligible for a state art 
prize who does not send in this 
amount. The purchase of the paint- 
ings encourages the artists and also 
promotes the appreciation of art.

ANAXIMANDER. 


Anaximander is often referred to as 
“a pupil of Thales,” but he was not a 
pupil in the modern sense, for Thales 
kept no school—he was a rich mer- 
chant and a leading man of Miletus 
who freely expressed his views and 
opinions. Among those who eagerly 
listened to him were many young fel- 
lows of the city, among whom was 
Anaximander, son of a well-known 
and respected citizen named Praxi- 
ades, who was a close friend of 
Thales. When the latter returned 
from his travels and began to talk 
publicly on various matters he was a 
man of about 50, while Anaximander 
was but a boy of 20. 

Anaximander looked up to Thales 
as a very wise and very learned man 
and wondered “how one small head 
could earry all he knew.” 

Thales had sought the cosmic mat- 
ter, the first principle, in the empiri- 
eally known, in other words, in what 
came under his observation, in the 
things or forms he saw and experi- 
enced, and he thought he had found 
it in water, because he considered wa- 
ter the most mutable or capable of 
change. When he made his_ theory 
known Anaximander was deeply im- 
pressed; in fact, he believed that the 
grand old man had discovered the se- 
eret of nature, so he applied himself 
to earnest study and investigation for 
the purpose of confirming the Thalian 
idea. He soon, however, became con- 
vinced that the water theory “would 
not hold water;” that is, could not ac- 
count for all the countless ‘and varied 
forms in the cosmos. Nor, he rea- 
soned, could the beginning of things 
be attributed to any of the other so- 
called elements, for, as it seemed to 
him, all the elements were limited; 
consequently, any one of them would 
exhaust itself in producing. The lim-

A Man Who Shunned 
Society Yet. Taught 
School in Public 


A.aximander, like Thales, was 
a Milesian, but unlike Thales he 
was not popular in his native city; 
he did not mix in society, in fact, 
he shunned it, yet he was the first 
philosopher to teach in what may 
be called a public school. He ad- 
dressed those who took an interest 
in his doctrine in a court or enclos- 
ure .where the leading men of the 
city met to discuss civie affairs.

He was also interested ia 
geography; he constructed a map 
outlining the boundaries of tke 
then known countries and seas, and 
arranged a set of geographical ta- 
bles which proved serviceable to 
the seagoing Ionians and Phoeni- 
cians. 

Anaximander is credited with 
several inventions, among them ile 
gnomon or sun dial, but it is likely 
this contrivance was known to the 
Babylonians long before his time.

The process of world formation 
from the Boundless is stated thus:

When this was torn off and en- 
closed in certain rings, the sun, 
moon and stars came into ex- 
‘istence. 

From this it may be inferred that 
Anaximander reasoned somewhat like 
this: The something that separated 
from the Boundless differentiated it- 
self into hot and cold, the one opposed 
to the other; the hot took the form of 
an sphere of fire and surrounded the 
cold; the cold was moist (fluid) : from 
if arose the earth and air through 
the action of the hot (fire); a portion 
of the moist remained as the sea; the 
air expanding, finally broke up the 
sphere of fire into circular fragments 
or rings, differing in size—these rings 
are the sun, moon and stars. 

That Anaximander believed the 
heavenly bodies originated as rings of 
fire is attested by the early writers.

Editor Constitution: One of your 
recent correspondents claims that 
railroad passenger, and freight rates 
are at present exorbitant and quotes 
an increase in fare for passengers be- 
tween Atlanta and Cartersville from 
95 cents to $1.72. Nothing is high 
nor low except. by comparison. Of 
course if present ‘passenger and 
freight rates are compared with the

but must as well accept responsibility 
‘for the rates prevailing at any time. 
The power to make the rates as low 
as is consistent -with safe and effi- 
‘cient service is also vested in the 
people themselves by increased patron- 
age and regulation, rather than wtih 
the railroad ‘executives.

- In Health Garden Contest 


BY J. C. MORCOCK, JR. 

ATHENS, Ga., Nov. 8.—The Geor- 
cia health garden contest is nearing 
the end. There is but one more week 
to go, as it closes November 15, The 
leaders interested should make a spe- 
cial effort this week to place their 
schools as high as possible, 

If these fall gardens do not contain 
four different kinds of vegetables, 
plant them now. Of course this 
should have been done earlier in the 
fall, but in some instances it was not 
done. Purple-top Globe and seven- 
top turnips, spinach, rape, kale, pars- 
ley, carrots, beefs, lettuce, onions and 
English peas can be planted in the 
southern half of the state. The far- 
ther up you go, the more apt they are 
to be killed. 

A simple type of cold frame can be 
made by laying four logs in a square 
on the southern slope of a hill, Bank 
the dirt up so the wind cannot go un- 
der. Make a cover by sewing sacks 
together to form a large sheet that 
is nailed to the log on the north or 
western side, and the other end fas- 
tened te a scantiing long enough to 
reach across the bed. The cover ds 
rolled up in good weather, but when 
severe cold comes it can be rolled into 
place to cover the plants. Of course 
the cover must not touch the tops of 
the plants, so to prevent this see that 
the top of the logs is two feet above 
the bottom of the bed. Stretch baling 
wire across the bed every three feet 
to help support the cover. 

Planks, slabs, or some kind = of 

bearding can he nsed for the sides in 
place of logs if you wish. Put plenty 
ef rotten manure or leaf mold in the 
bottom, and b® sure that water will 
net standin the bed. Such a place is 
ileal fer the growing of winter let- 
carrots, beets and oniens, even 
the mountains of the state. 
If a blizzard comes. and rou lese 
most of your vegetables, replant as 
soon as the ground thaws. Seed are 
cheap, and that mar be the only se- 
vere cold of the vear. Determine to 
have vegetables all winter.

But it was quite obvious that there 
was not nearly so much joy in toiling up 
the hill, after the descent; and I have no 
doubt that to most of the boys the hill 
seemed at least ten times as long on the up 
journey as on the trip down. I noticed sev- 
eral of the boys attempt to ride up the hill 
en the sleds which their companions were 
pulling. They were promptly put off and 
roiied in the snowdrifts along the road. 
Probably this took quite a bit of the joy 
ef the downhill coasting out of their minds. 
Some of them decided not to continue going 
up hill, quit and went home. 


During a considerable part of the period 
which preceded the stock market crash of 


October, 1929, business was coasting down- 
hill, without those in charge being aware 
of the fact. Business had pushed its way 
laboriously uphill after the widespread de- 
pression of the years 1920 and 1921, and 
there was an irresistible temdeney to “take 
it easy” and coast along after the hard 
work of the ascent. 


Nearly every big business organization— 
and, on a proportionate scale, smaller ones, 
too—added vice-presidents and assistant 
superintendents and other assistants all 
aleng the line, to make things easier for 
the men who had pulled upgrade and who 
now wanted to “coast.” The effort through- 
out business was to increase sales, without, 
however, increasing the incentive te buy. 
New factories were planned and built, pro- 
duction facilities increased in every way, 
without much thought of changes that were 
inevitable in demand, sources of supply, in 
markets, in methods of manufacture and 
distribution. 


Let me give another analogy that illus- 
trates what happened to our prosperity. I 


remember as a boy co-operating with sev- 
eral other boys in creating what we con- 
ceived would be the biggest snowball ever 
made. When he first talked over the project 
one or two of us had in mind a snow- 
ball that would tower above the tall picket 
fence. Another of the boys wanted to roll 
one that would be as high as the woodshed; 
and I suppose some of the boys had visions 
of a snowball as high as the house. 


We all went to work wtih a will, rolling 
small snowballs and consolidating them un- 
til we had one that was so large and heavy 
that we all had to join in pushing it along, 
to gather up a broad expanse of the snow 
on the ground that was getting 
searcer and scarcer as we pro- 
ceeded. We were all so busy 
pushing and shoving without any 


designated as “fundamentally sound con- 
ditions. 

I know that phrase has been ridden te 
death; that about the time some leader 
calls attention to “the fundamentally 
sound condition of America” the stock mar- 
ket executes another nose dive and derisive 
comments are freely flung by newspaper 
paragraphers at those who have expressed 
optimism about the basic business condi- 
tion of the country. 

Nevertheless, the fact is that the people 
of America could not possibly avoid pros- 
perity very long, even if they made no at- 
tempt to capture it. The country possesses 
all the natural elements that actually in- 
sure prosperity. We have ample supplies 
of coal, of oil, of steel, of other useful 
minerals; of tillable, fertile soil sufficient 
to feed a much greater population. We have 
a climate which favors those who want to 
work; and we have a racial heritage rich 
in energy, mitiative, enterprise, invention 
and determination to succeed. . 

Look back to get what might be called a 
“bird’s-eye view” of what these things have 
meant in the development of America—and 
instantly it becomes clear why I have no 
hesitancy whatever in predicting a greater 
era of prosperity for our people during the 
next ten years than we have ever had be- 
fore. 

In the backward view we glimpse America 
at the beginning hewing homes out of the 
wilderness, with savages to combat, and 
pestilence drought, and initial poverty in 
money, of capital, to overcome. The young 
republic had to operate on borrowed capi- 
tal; had wars to fight against powerful 
enemies; had inflated currency panics; had 
a conflict within that arrayed one section 
of the country against another in long, 
bloody and costly warfare; had desperate 
struggles to maintain its truly infant in- 
dustries against the long established manu- 
facturing plants of the Old World. 

These obstacles our people overcame, by 
the sweat of their brow, by brain and by 
brawn, by the aid of the tremendous natu- 
ral resources of the country, and by the 
determination and courage of the people 
who lived within it. 

There were cycles of prosperity and peri- 
ods of depression all along the road from 
1776 to 1929... The “down-and-out” periods 
came with almost monotonous regularity. 
Men of forty-five can recall the’ depres- 
sions or panics of 1893, 1900, 1907, 1914 and 
1921. They were all comparatively short- 
lived. And after each there were years of 
better income and better living for the 
mass of our people. Each wave of pros- 
perity, succeeding the trough of depression 
in the sea of business activity, carried us a

We look back dver the period of national 
existence and see the farmers of another 
generation afflicted with droughts, grass- 
hoppers and mortgages. Yet steadily they 
forged ahead. Log cabins or huts dug out 
of dirt were succeeded by well-built, attrac- 
tive houses. The tallow candle and the oil 
lamp were displaced by electric lights. The 
plow pulled by a mule, or even by children, 
gave way to a tractor motivated multiple 
plow. Roads that were mere trails through 
a wilderness traversed by slow moving, jolt- 
producing horses and buggies, were suc- 
ceeded by the country ‘boulevards’ of to- 
day, over which the farmer and his family 
speed in a smoothly operating automobile. 
The farmer still has the vagaries of wind, 
weather, debt and insect pests to contend 
with, but he has vastly more in material 
comfort as the result of his labor. Slowly 
but surely the economic condition of those 
engaged in agriculture has improved. That 
improvement can be seen with the eyes; it 
is not a matter’of statistics, at all. 

So, too, has the condition of labor in the 
cities improved, steadily and surely through 
all the years, good and bad. There were 
bread and soup lines in our large cities 
scores of years ago. It is probable those 
lines are shorter, proportionately, now than 
then. They will be shorter lived, at any 
rate—and relief measures undertaken vy 
government and private business agencies 
will make the distress less acute now than 
in times past. The national conscience in 
such matters has grown none the less than 
the national business structure. 

I can well remember a time not so many 
years ago when the “ordinary workingman,” 
as he was then generally designated, ex- 
pected none of the real comforts or lux- 
uries of life. He walked long distances to 
work, stayed at work ten, twelve or four- 
teen hours under backbreaking, hazardous 
conditions; walked back from work to a 
habitation that was poorly lighted by lamps, 
with rough floors uncarpeted, with a tin 
washtub and water drawn from a well as 
the only means to remove the grime of 
toil. His family, of course, lacked good 
clothing, the means of entertainment, edu- 
cation or culture. Children went early into 
the factories—and came out, often, with 
maimed limbs or damaged bodies. 

Those conditions are now the exception 
instead of the rule. Hours of work have 
been reduced; working conditions have been 
made less burdensome; the workingman’'s 
home has hardwood floors, rugs, electric 
lights, a modern bathroom, a radio, an 
automobile for Sunday trips. 

We take these things, this general ad- 
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vancement, as a matter of course. We for- 
get how the transformation, the progress 
in our conditions of living, came about. 


In most instances prosperity is due to 
the fact that people realize that they can 
make a living and that they can advance 
their position in the world only after they 
have thought out what there is a need for 
them to do and what is the best way to do 
it. Then they follow up their analysis— 
often a subconscious one—with constant 
and uninterrupted hard work. The result 
is that they reap the rewards of their 
struggles and sacrifices. They become pros- 
perous in a large or moderate measure, de- 
pending, to some extent of course, on the 
inevitable element of chance. 


When a nation. becomes prosperous, how- 
ever, its people tend to become self-satis- 
fied and to lose sight of the fundamentals 
on which their prosperity is based. The 
new mode of living which this prosperity 
entails brings material comforts not before 
enjoyed. These comforts and conveniences 
incidental to prosperity change the mental 
attitude of the people from one of striving 
and accomplishing to one of how best to 
enjoy the luxury. and wealth which they 
now possess. Instead of “hustling,” staying 
with their work, and maintaining their ef- 
fort, people ‘and I am speaking of those 
at the head as well as those at the foot of 
industry) become more and more intent 
upon week-end excursions to seashore and 
mountains. The new life affords more lei- 
sure and many people, heretofore hard 
workers, become inactive mentally as well 
as physically. A new state of mind settles 
on the people. They become satisfied with 
themselves and with their position. They 
begin to think that the prosperity which 
they enjoy will continue despite the ab- 
sence of really hard work and sound think- 
ing on their part. In this they are wrong, 
and, as in very case of following out a 
wrong premise, they must suffer the conse- 


* quences. 


In the case of the American people the 
consequences have been the business de- 
pression which began, noticably, late in 
1929. Our people in general had assumed 
“hat good business and good times were 
here to stay and that it was not neces- 
sary to safeguard their present status by 
constant effort. The sound basis of our 
prosperity hence began almost imperceptibly 
to shift its ground, and as this Shifting 
gradually became preceptible our confidence 
began to break down. 

A feeling of doubt settled over the Amer- 
ican people and this corresponded with the 
midst of our depression. An uneasiness had 
gained ground which had its reverberations 
in fewer sales and smaller 
profits. There was a hesitancy In 
the market and in trade, and this 


definite objective or charted 
course that we failed to note a 
slight declivity until our giant 
snowball had rolled down it and 
disintegrated in a thousand frag- 
ments when it crashed against a 
tree. “A 

And that’s what happened to | 
the prosperity that was created 
in the years, roughly, from 1921 
to 1928. The same thing has hap- 
pened before. Probably it will 
happen again. 

But mark this: In each cycle 
we create a bigger snowball, and 
by that I mean a greater meas- 
ure of prosperity for the people 
as a whole. And in the course of 
the next ten years we shall 
create a greater prosperity than 
we have known before, for a 
greater number of people. We 
shall permanently lift the Amer- 
ican standard of living to higher 
levels than have existed - before 
during the century and a halt 
of our national life. 

Is this mere hope, or conjec- 
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hesitancy had become contagious, 
The feeling of doubt was suc- 
ceeded by one resembling nation- 
wide fear, and the latter marked 
the bottom of our period of de- 
pression. 

I have in mind an acquaint- 
ance who is engaged in the 
wholesale hardware business in 
the Middle West. When the first 
“preak came he wired more 
than 50 factories, cancelling all 
his unfilled orders, for every- 
thing ranging from bolts and 
nuts to carving Knives and gar- 
Gen cultivators. He told me that 
he “just felt there was some 
change coming.” Naturally, with 
thousands of the business men 
feeling and acting the same way, 
a change did come. Factories 
which received scores or hun- 

Grecs of cancellations from their 
| customers in turn canceled or- 
Gers for cotton, for textiles, for 
| steel shapes, for chemicals, for 
leather, for belting. 

From this feeling of fear it has 


taken what seems a long time to 


ture, or baseless optimism? 

Not at alif _ 

It is simply sound reasoning 
based on experience; om knowl- 
edge of what has gone before 
during all the decades since our 
government came into being. 

I cannot predict when “Steel 
common” will again sell at 200 or 
better. I do not know, and I do 
not care, when Wall Street will 
again have a succession of five 
or six million-share days on a 
rising bul? market. ' 


I do not know when there will | 
be a shortage instead of a surplus 
of labor—though I fervently hope 
that that will be soon. 

But I do know, with a posi- 
tive conviction based on the in- 
disputable facts of the past, that 
the present business depression 
will be comparatively short-lived 
in contrast with the period of 
national prosperity to follow. It 
has always been so in America 
It will continue to be so as long __.. 
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recover. AS a matter of fact, the 
period of recovery is bound to be 
short compared with the periods 
of prosperity fore and aft. That 
29as always been the case in the 
past. 

The depression necessitated an 
adjustment to a new order of 
things, and adjustments are hard 
to make. It is much easier for 
most people to do the same thing, 
in the same way, day after day, 


than it is for them to adjust 
themselves to a new and better 
way of doing things. Further- 
more, the confidence of the peo- 
ple in btsiness had been badly 
Shaken by the stock market 


break, and this confidence had 
to be built up against because 
confidence of the people is the 
oasis of any widespread business 

prosperity. During the heydey of 
our prosperity in 1929, a great 
portion of the public had taken 
to buying stocks, many ef which 
later declined and wiped out the

ducks. Why cant we 
have a little decent 
duck weather in 
November? I never 
knew how many 
beautiful days of lazy sunshine couid be 
packed into a winter until I became a 
duck hunter and began to pray for high 
winds and stormy weather. In the 50 days 
we are allowed to shoot, there are never 
more than six or seven perfect days for 
ducks. The wind from the right point, its 
velocity right, the temperature set. with the 
Sharp teeth of frost. 

There are so many things that favor the 
duck and so few the hunter, it's a wonder 
we get them at all. Only a@ good shot can 
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get them now. In the old days in Currituck 
Sound any boob who coulé lift a gun could 
kill-our present bag limit of 25 birds. Now 
you can't let ducks swing in and out of 
your decoys. You must see them half a 
mile away and get them when they come in 
range, or you'll go home with no meat for 
your table. , 

We go to bed early. The call is for 5°30 
rising—an hour before daylight. I am rest- 
less. There's something electric in the alr 
that keeps me awake. I roll and toss avd

ecall the great days of the past. I get up a’ 
ll oclock and look out over the moonlit, 
shimmering waters of the sound. The only 
echo of bird life is the squawk of a huge 
heron that wades along the shore. The 
ducks are always miles away in the lower 
stretches of water at the first of the season 
hey move up toward us as the winter 
dee pens 

I tiptoe to my bo: room and hear his 
deep, rewular breathing. He is @ man now, 
but still too young to be restiess. When he 


I keep day dreaming 
and living life over 
again—especially the 
red letter days of the 
world of sun and sea 
and wind and sky. 


I go back to bed 
firmly resolved to 
sleep. I hear the clock 
down stairs strike 3 
before I lose con- 
sciousness. And the 
next minute I hear 
Skete’s footsteps as 
he climbs to wake 
. me. I'm dead sleep 
and I resent his com- 
ing. 


This 5:30 call is the 
zero hour for the soul 
of a restless hunter. 
It always finds him 
in a state of coma, 
having just begun to 
sleep. I turn over and 
pull the cover closer, 
I make up my mind 
to pattern my sched- 
ule after Mr. Reid's. 
Hie refuses to budee 
till 8 o'clock. Guides 
beg and plead in 
vain. He sieeps till 8, 
breakfasta at 8:39, 
and goes out leisure- 
ly at 9 o'clock. And 
that's good common 
Sense. 


Why cant my fooi 
guide let me do that? 
Not Skeeter. He's an 
early bird. He swears 
that the first two 
hours of the day are 
worth the remaining 
six, and he would 
iose all interest in the game if he didn't 
leave the landing before sunrise. The law 
says we cannot leave before sunrise, but the 
game commission of Currituck allows us a 
seven-mile run to a stake before the sun 
clear the horizon because we live at th 
north end of the sound, 

I defer to Bkete because he loves his 
work. He earns his living as a guide, but 
the thing is a joy te his soul. He never 
grows tired, no matter how hard the day. 
He is a born hunter. And his apirit ia con- 
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tagious. I’ve already decided that I must 
get up before he reaches the head of the 
stairs. He raps sharply, and his voice has 
in it the ring of a trumpet call to action: 

“Five-thirty, sir!” 

“All right!” I respond in harmony with 
his tone. I caught it from him. It told me 
that within an hour ducks would be streak- 
ing gorgeously tinted skies. And we must be 
On our way. 


I close my window, hop into a warm 
dressing room and slip into my hunting togs 
with suppressed excitement. The opening 
day is dawning. Thank heavens I can dress 
in comfort. In the old days before I built 
my own shooting lodge I had to sleep at 
farm houses on the water's edge. There 


fer: try any stunts with me today!” 

In spite of my consciousness of taut 
muscle, keen eye and skill with a gun, I am 
painfully alive for a moment to the memory 
of my first day with the ruddies. I had 
never seen one of these swift little ducks 
on the eastern shore of Virginia, where I 
began shooting. Their habits and style of 
living were entirely new to me. The old 
Currituck guide simply said: 

“Look out, now, they'll come on you like 
lightning”’—— 

I smiled, settled low in the battery box 
and loaded my gun. A bunch of them cut 
across my decoys at a right angle. I gave 
them both barrels and never touched 3 
feather. For two solid hours I banged away 


without bagging a single bird. I finally dis- 
covered that I was shooting behind them 
—far behind®them. Accustomed to the de- 
liberate beat of a black duck’s wing, I was 
shooting about six feet behind them. The 
next bunch that crossed my decoys I led 
by six feet—and killed the last duck in line. 
I had aimed to get the foremost one. I be- 
gan to lead some of the fastest fliers by 
ten feet, and they dropped at the crack of 
my gun. In half an hour I had got the 
limit of twenty-five birds. 


But the disgrace of those first two hours 
of blank failure I have never quite for- 
gotten. I caught the old guide laughing that 
day more than once. The little devils have 
never got my goat again as they did that 
day—though I’ve made some pretty bad 
records with them. 

I've a hunch I can hit them today, and 
I’m not worrying much about the size of 
our bag if we can drop the battery at the 
right spot. It will all depend on that. If 
Skete drops it five hundred yards out of 
their lead they'll give us the laugh as they 
whiz by out of range. But Im confident 
his duck sense will not fail him. 


We eat a light breakfast of grapefruit, 
bacon and eggs and coffee and hurry down 
te the boat house. I hear the low, steady 


hum of the battery boat's engine as we 
walk along the wharf, and see the big skiff 
loaded with 300 wooden decoys swinging at 
the stern. Everything is in readiness, and 
we step on the bow, my boy and I, as the 
second guide shoves the boat's nose over 
the shoal and heads it for the open waters 
of the sound. The eastern horizon has just 
begun to glow with the dawn. 


We clear the shoal water of our landing 
and reach the open in a few, minutes, and 
Skete pulls the throttle of the Ford engine. 
I feel the boat leap forward. 

The sun begins to paint the skies in 
gorgeous hues of scarlet, purple and gold. 
There are just enough clouds hanging over 
the horizon to make a glorious sunrise. It's 
yet too dark to see the shore line on the 
other side of the sound, and the reflection 
of color in the wide sweep of water gives 
the scene a touch of magic. The world sud- 
denly becomes a thing of unearthly beauty. 
The water through which we are ploughing 
is now a lake of purple wine. Again the 
tint changes and we are cutting througn 
a sea of liquid gold. And then the whole 
surface flames into scarlet. 


A feeling of ecstasy fills the heart. In the 
soot and filth, grime and roar of the city 
I had forgotten that such beauty yet haunts 
our planet. 

“Surely this is not the same world we left 
in New York but a few hours ago!” 

I breathe it softly to the boy, and he an- 
swered in low tones: 

“Glorious—isn't it?’ 

As the sun’s rim cut the horizon I saw a 
long V-Shaped flock of redheads stream 


across a scarlet background. Another fol- 
lowed quickly. 

I beckoned Skete for a conference. 

“You see that, don't you?’ 

He nodded. 

“Redheads, aren't they?” 

He nodoed: “Sure.” 

“Why not put out all the decoys and try 
"em ?”’ 

“No use,” he protested. “They’ve just 
come in from the north this mornin’—ain't 
settled yet. Better stick to the ruddies to- 
day and watch the big birds’—— 

I nodded my agreement. 

“Drop us right on the ruddies then”—— 


Skete only smiled. He wouldn't promise. I 
always know that he will do his level best 
to pick the right spot, and I never butt in 
when he is selecting his stand for the day. 
I used to make suggestions to one —y 
oF ae ee ee en ae 
If the stand selected was no good, it a 
my fault, and his skill was still beyond 
question. Skete does his own thinking, and 
if he makes a mistake he never apologizes. 
He takes up his 300 decoys and moves to a 
better piace. 

We see seven or eight batteries ahead of 
us already on their chosen stands, putting 
out their decoys. We pass close by two of 
them near the middle of the sound. They 
are rushing the work of putting out the full 
set of 300 for big birds. For ruddies we use 
only about 50 decoys. scattered closely about 
the battery. The ruddy duck will net come 
in to 300 decoys, but he will to 50. In shoot- 
ing big ducks, the larger the raft of decoys 
the better they draw. The ruddy is afraid 
of a large raft of birds. He will cut swiftly 
across them or pass to the right or left, 75 
vards away. but he will not come in the 
40 or 50 vards at which most ducks are 
killed if the full line of decoys is out. If you 


® decide to shoot ruddies. you set your battery 


as low in the water ss possible and stool 
out for them, forgetting a!l other ducks. 

This is our program today. 

Skete slows down the engine and takes 
his place beside the mast, scanning the 
waters with keen eyes He has learned a 
lesson most guides in Currituck sound don’t 
know—that an hour spent in carefully se- 
lecting a good stand after the birds have 
begun to move is never time lost. He is not 
hurrying to a spot decided on the day be- 
fore, even though he has seen thousands 
of ducks using the spot. He watches ,the 
Grift of the birds after the boats have 
raised them. and then decides on his posi- 
tion. I have often seen him place his de- 
coys two hours later than the crowd and 
get the limit long before any other boat 
on the ground. Everything depends on drop- 
ping the battery at the right spot. And the 
right spot today may be all wrong for to- 
morrow. Everything depends on the direc- 
tion and velocity of the wind and the drift 


of birds for the day. 
We move lazily across the wide shoals 


that stretch out before Swan island into the 
middie of the sound. 


“I see ‘em!” Skete calls, eagerly pointing 
straight ahead. 


I adjust my long range glasses and follow 
the direction of his arm. I see moving dark 
lines scarcely a foot above water. The lines 
waver and splash and disappear. The rud- 
dies are flying but 300 or 400 yards and 
dropping again. They are using the other 
side of the shoals on the flats beside Mon- 
key island channel—a location famed for 
great bags of ruddies on opening day. 


There is not a battery, boat in our way. 
The other fellows, excited by the long lines 
of redheads, have taken their stands for 
them. 


Skete opens the throttle and shoots our 
boat through a moving blanket of ruddies, 
heads into the wind and drops anchor. In 
30 minutes he has swung the battery into 
the water, loaded it level with ballast, 
placed his 50 decoys and pushed alongside 
to pick me up and land me in the box. 


A battery is a light sink box built of 
white cedar with a platiorm four by eight 
feet around it and hinged wings covered 
with cloth extending eight feet in the rear, 
four feet in front and three feet on each 
side. These wings rise and fall with the 
waves and prevent the water from breaking 
into the box in which the hunter sits. It 
is a delicately balanced contrivance, and 
the sportsman who always wears full hip 
boots, must step lively when he gets intot it. 
He must spring lightly from the skiff, land 
on the side of the narrow platform and step 
into the box immediately. If a man of my 
weight (210 pounds?) should pause on the 
platform the box would be swamped by a 
rush of water over its side. 


My right foot barely touches the platform 
and I spring in. My weight is directly in 
the center and not a drop of water has 
broken into the box, I sit down immedi- 
ately on the seat jogged in the bottom and 
joad my automatic. On the eastern shore of 
Virginia I shot a doubie-barreled gun. In 
Currituck I've learned that the only sen- 
sible gun a man can use is the five-shell 
automatic. The sportsman’s etiquette that 
still prescribes an old-fashioned double-bar- 


reled gun for the waters of Currituck sound 
is ten years out of date. It is now merely 4 
question of getting your bag limit. Whether 
you get 25 birds with two shells at a time 
or five. is merely a matter of taste. I pre- 
fer to get my limit quickly with the five- 
shell automatic rather than hammer away 
three hours longer with the old-fashioned 
gun. That a man can kill more birds with 
an automatic five-shooter goes without 
question. But if he obeys the law and takes 
but 25 ducks, he goes home from three to 
four hours earlier. I prefer the chase of 
eight hours from 5:30 a. m. to 1:30 p. m., 
instead of the ll-hour pull from 5:30 to 
4:30. When I get home at 1:30 I am never 
exhausted, but always fresh in body and 
spirit. For that reason I believe in the 
‘automatic gun. 


Skeeter lifted his hand in warning as he 
shoved back to the battery boat. 

“Knock ’em out, now’—— 

“No alibis today!” yelled the boy.

RIDGE has come with a great rush feiture of such legal right. 2. A card ex- 
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‘ € in the last few years as a medium 
f id of championship competition. Be- 
, sides the increasing number of 
events of national scope, more and more 
sectional, state and city tournaments are 
being held. The season which is just now 
getting into its stride will be more active 
than any of its predecessors in this re- 
spect, just as each of the last several sea- 
sons was bigger than the one that went be- 
fore. 

In the field oi national activities, in 
which some events are decided in the sum- 
mer but most of which océur in the winter, 
there are now competitions for teams of 
four men, four women and combinations 
of men and women, for pairs of men, pairs 
of women and mixed pairs at auction, and 
almost as many different ones in contract. 
In addition, there are several special con- 
tract competitions, such as the team of four 
challenge championship, for a trophy which 
goes to the winner of a challenge match 
between the holders and those who assail 
them; the masters pair supremacy, settled 
in an annual tournament to which nobody 
is eligible except players who have finished 
first or second in other national events, 
and the Vanderbilt cup annual contest in- 
volving the greatest teams of four in the 
country, who play on practically an in- 
vitational basis. 

December will be @ great month in bridge 
competitions of nationa] significance, for 
the official national championships of the 
American Bridge League will be held during 
its first week in Cleveland, and the Vander- 
bilt cup test is scheduled immediately 
thereafter in New York. Reports from those 
in charge.of both events indicate an ap- 
preciably larger number of distant entries 
than in previous vears, so that they will be 
still more representative geographically 
than in th 

Among the ccoceS Which will hold chaui- 
pionship events this season are Ohio, North 
Dakota, New Jersey and Pennsylvania, 
which has already had its event, a most 
suc”essful one. in Pittsburgh. All of these 
attract entry lists of several hundred play- 
ers, aS also do the western tournament in 
Chicago and the eastern championships in 
New York. Interclub leagues are now flour- 
ishing activities in verious cities, notably 
Cleveland and Philadelphia, both of which 
have several such organizations busy 
throughout the season.

Contract Systems 


Is there any way that a small slam may 
be properly bid and made on the following 
hand, in which neither side is vulnerable 
and North is the dealer? 
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There is. The crackerjack pair of George 
Reith and Willard S. Karn found the way 
to do it in a recent championship tourna- 
ment. Or perhaps it would be truer to say 
that Karn found the way to bid it and 
Reith the way to play it. 

Reith in the North opened the bidding 
with one diamond, East bid one heart and 
Karn in the South bid one spade. Afte: 
West's pass, Reith made a jump shift, or 
forcing takeout, of three clubs, which Karn 
carried to five clubs. Reith now switched 


to tive diamonds, indicating pronounced 
preference for that sult despite his part- 
ner’s having heiped clubs 

That set the stage for Karn’s wily decia- 


ration. He reckoned that his three set-up 
spades would enable Reith to discard an, 
heart loser or losers as soon as he, might 
happen to get the lead, and that therefore 
there, probably was at least a smail slam 
im the cards if the opponents could be 
prevented from leading hearts. So he btd

five hearts! This was sure to fool every- 
body at the table and make it appear that 
he had a void suit in hearts and so could 
trump the first heart lead. It compelled 
Reith to bid the smal) slam of six diamonds, 
which closed the bidding. 


East fell into the trap, as would prac- 
tically all good players when a “feature 
showing” or “cue” bid of their own suit 
had been made. Instead of leading a heart, 
he opened the five of spades, believing that 
suit oftered the best chance to score against 
declarer. 

Karn, as it turned out, had put a pretty 
little job of playing up to his partner, who 
measured up to it, however, as he usually 
does. After taking the first trick with his 
ace and returning the king of spades fot 
a discard of his only heart, Reith led the 
ten of clubs and let it ride, winning the 
finesse. Realizing his lack of re-entries into 
the dummy, he cashed his queen of spades 
next, discarding the jack of clubs on it, 
then offered his club nine and put the 
queen on it, forcing East to let it win or 
trump it. As things now stood, that was the 
only trick East could get. so he ruffed if 
and the rest of Reith’s hand was a lay- 
down for the remaining tricks 


Without Karn’s deceptive bid, more than 
five-odd tricks are impossible.

Auction Problems 
How would you bid and play the follow- 
ing hand? 
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South should open with one spade, West 
may properly bid two diamonds, or else 
double to show a hand appreciably stronger 
than a minimum—a_ declaration which 
would be safe if his partner makes a non- 
fitting response, as he is most likely to do, 
for West is prepared to resort then to «4 
diamond bid. If West bids two diamonds, 
North and East should pass and South 
show his second suit with two, hearts, 
West's hand, being worth about six tricka, 
justifies a three-diamond call now, North 
and East passing. South, insisting on his 
partner choosing between his two suits, 
should rebid the lower ranking one with 
three hearts, West passing and North show- 
ing spade preference with three spades. 
Since East has twice indicated probable 
borderline support for his partner's dia- 
monds by passing, he can now risk four 
clubs in the chance that West will fit that 
declaration well, failing in which West can 
bid four diamonds now without increasing 
the contract. South, however, will now call 
four spades, ending the auction, 

If West on his first turn should choose 
to double, North passes and East should 
bid two clubs, South two hearts, Weat three 
diamonds, North and Fast pass, South three 
hearts, West pass and North three spades, 
which would end the bidding. 

The point emphasized in either version ts 
that North is released from the obligation 
of showing preference for his partner's 
sults if, when his turn comes, it is a hostile 
bid that prevatis; but no matter how weak 
he is, he must express his preference, tf 
any, when his partner's bid is the one pre- 
vailing. Having three spades as againat 
only two hearts, he must show his spade 
preference 

In the play at spades, West should bead 
his king of clubs, top of his partner's suit, 
which South of course wins. South, count- 
ing losers in his own hand, sees. that he 
must lose two diamonds and one trump 
trick; if he also loses a heart he cannot 
inake game. His sole chince is to prevent 
a heart loser by finding the six missing 
hearts eveniy divided, enabling him to ruff 
the third round in dummy. This risks an 
over-ruff, which may possibly be pre- 
vented, in the case of a bad distribution, by 
first leading two rounds of trumps. Bo he 
ahould lead his ace and king of trumps, 
next his two top hearts and a little one 
ruffing it in dummy. Giame is now sure, 
no matter which minor suit he chooses to 
lead from duitnmmy.

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The Biggest Money Winner in the History of Racing, Gallant Fox, Now Retired From the Turf, 
Was the First Horse to Win the ‘‘Triple Crown’’ of Racing Since 1919—As Game a Colt 
as ver Waited at the Barrier, He Was a Real Equine Personality as Well 


GREAT horse was lost to the turf 
when Gallant Fox was retired 
from racing. The biggest money 
winner of all time, he was a 
champion if there ever was one—one of the 
best the American turf has ever seen and 
by long odds the best three-year-old I've 
ever trained. Is it any wonder that it feels 
like a wrench at my heartstrings to have 
to part with him? 

The general public, until near the close 
of Gallant Fox's career as a two-year-old, 
probably looked upon him as just another 
thoroughbred. But before a year had gone 
by they voted him the most popular race- 
horse and the greatest sensation since Man 
o War. 

Several things the big bay did during this 
past season may have had something to do 
with that. He won the historic Preakness 
at Pimlico. He won the famous Kentucky 
Derby at Churchill Downs’ He won the 
rich Belmont at Belmont Park. Those great 
stakes make up the “Triple Crown” of 
American racing. Gallant Fox was the first 
herse that has won all three of them since 
Sir Barton pulled the trick back in 1919. 

But Gallant Fox did more than that. He 
won the American classic at Chicago. He 
won the Saratoga cup. He won the Law- 
rence realization stakes, and in that event 
he ran the greatest horse race I've seen iu 
nearly 45 years on the turf. Altogether he 
won fiine races during the season—all of 
them stakes; and when he brought his 
career to a close with a victory in the 
Jockey Club cup his winnings in two brief

seasons of campaigning reached the aston- 
ishing total of $328,165. No other horse in 
the world’s history of racing has ever 
equaled that figure. Since Gallant Fox's re- 
tirement the Jockey Club has ruied that the 
value of trophies won can be added to a 
horse’s earnings. This carries his winnings 
to $341,365. 

One race he lost this year, and only one— 
the Travers stakes at Saratoga. The course 
was heavy and holding that day and he was 
beaten unexpectedly by an extreme outsider, 
Jim Dandy. 

Now his career as a racer is over and the 
colt has been retired to the stud. His owner, 
Mr. William Woodward, vice-chairman of 
the New York Jockey Club, had intended to 
start the big bay in the Hawthorne gold 
cup at Chicago and the Latonia champion- 
ship; but Gallant Fox .contracted a cold 
which, while not serious in itself, made it 
necessary for us to ease him in his work, 
This interruption to his training would have 
prevented him from doing himself justice, 
and it was decided to retire him at once 
rather than wait for the end of the fall 
season. 


~ Although he had been in constant train- 
ing since last January, Gallant Fox never 
looked better, and never was better, than 
just before he caught that cold. In fact, I 
don’t think he was ever as good. He was a 
horse that seemed to thrive on work, was 
never sick or sorry, and he retires from rac- 
ing just as sound as he was on the day he 
was first broken. 

I hate to lose him, but my consoling 


thought is that within three vears I may 
have some of Gallant Fox’s sons and daugh- 
ters to handle and that they may possess 
the qualities that made their sire the cham- 
pion three-year-old of 1930. With his blood 
lines, his power, size and quality, Gallant 
Fox should make a great sire. 

Those yearlings will carry me back to 
the day, just a little more than two years 
ago, when I first saw Gallant Fox. Then a 
yearling, the son of Sir Gallahad II and 


Marguerite, he had been brought up from 
the Belair stud, Maryland, and placed in 
my charge. To me, he was just a nice colt 
with a tremendous curiosity—there wasn’t 
anything about him that made me feel 
confident that some day hed make history 
on the turf. Mr. Woodward, though, 
thought differently. From the very first 
he was certain that Gallant Fox was a 
future champion. And he never ~* wavered 
in that opinion—not even when the colt 
failed to finish in front in the first two 
races of his career. Rather, he was more 
than ever convinced that he was right. 
Now, I'd better explain that, to a trainer, 
an untried colt is just so much promise. 
Breeding and appearance are all right, but 
the all important question remains: “How 
fast can he run?” The trainer has seen so 
many well bred “good lookers’’—high priced 
ones, too—that have turned out to be fail- 
ures in the racing game that he doesn’t 
begin to get enthused until a youngster 
Shows him he can run a quarter of a mile 


in 23 seconds or better. Then he might 
loosen up a bit. 

Of course Mr. Woodward had watched 
Gallant Fox from the days when he was @. 
foal and had made a study of his blood 
lines—and he said from the start that I'd 
do well to keep my eye on that yearling for: 
he was positive that he had the makings 
of a great horse. Well, results have proved 
that he was right. 


A minute ago I mentioned Gallant Fox's 
curiosity. That colt had more of it than 
any horse I've ever seen, and I've seen 
thousands of them. He wasn’t a bit shy, 
or timid, but when it came to curiosity he 
was like a child Who wants to see “what 
makes the wheels go round.’ I remember 
one day. soon after he had first come up 
from Belair. It had been raining lightly 
and I had taken an umbrella out with me, 
When the rain stopped I put it down on 
the ground without bothering to close it, 
A lot of yearlings would have shied away 
from it, but when Gallant Fox got a flash 
of it out of the corner of his eye, he just 
naturally had to find out all about it. So 
he walked over, just as calm as you please, 
and nosed around it. Then, when he had 
found out everything there was to know 
about it, he gave it his O. K. and went his 
way. Ij didn’t interest him any more. 

He was like that about everything—and 
he never quite got over it. Right through 
his career, whenever he was going to race 
at a track that was strange to him, I'd have 
to show him everything there was to see. 
I'd have him led into the paddock a coupidé 
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of times and let him stand in one of the 
stalls to see what that was like. He wanted 
to see everything for himself. 

Probably he was more curious as a year- 
ling than later on, but he saw so much that 


year that was new to him. He to find 
out about everything we did in tg@{ching him 
to race, and after he knew abaofit it, and it 
was old stuff to him, he di@mt seem to 


think about it any more. We thought we 
had shown him everything he might be 
interested in—the barrier and all the rest 
of it—but when he went out to run his first 
race, it was his euriosity that beat him. 

He got interested im the other horses that 
were standing there at the post with him, 
and what they were doing. His jockey tried 
to snap him out of it, amd get him off with 
the others when the barrier was sprung; 
but Gallant Fox got away next to last. He 
had been too curious. But when he saw 
the other ho®ses running down the track, 
he started after them. He wasnt curious 
then; he was trying his best to catch them. 
At the finish he was galloping over them, 
but the effort had come too late and he 
finished third. The way he made up ground 
convinced me he was all right. I was be- 
ginning to agree with Mr. Woodward—that 
we had a champion on our hands. 

That first race didn’t quite satisfy the 
colt’'s curiosity. He was still imterested in 
the herses about him when he went to the 
post for his second race, the Tremont 
stakes over his home course at Aqueduct. 
And again he forgot to leave the barrier. 
Some of the best two-year-olds in the coun- 
try were in that raee. Sarazen ITI finished 
first, and Mokatam came in second. Soon 
after Gallant Fox started he .got into a 
pocket on the rail, and in that position he 
couldn't possibly get through. But for his 
curiosity he should have won both of those 
races 

That finished his curiosity at the post. He 
knew what was what after that and he 
went on to win the Flash stakes at Sara- 
toga and later the Junior championship at 
Aqueduct. But, though he didn't win it, I 
am Satisfied that the best race Gallant Fox 
ran aS a two-vear-old was the futurity. 
Whichone and Hi-Jack finished ahead of 
him, but he wasn't beaten far and those 
seven furlongs down the Widener course at 
Belmont @re a very good test. Following 
his Junior championship vietory he was 
allowed to take a rest for the rematnder of 
the season. 

Gallant Fox had a trick that he pulled 
again and again during the two years I 
trained him. I got wise to it quickly enough, 
and iound a way to beat him at it, but we 
never succeeded in changing him. When 
the colt was getting a stiff work-out, such 
as he had to have in the intervals between 
his races. he absolutely refused to concede 
any Start to his work horse. Whatever 
horse it was had to toe the mark with him 
and break on even terms. 

It is a practice im training stake horses 
to give the work horse a good start. Et spurs 
on the stake horse and he works hard to 
overcome the handicap. We tried it with 
Gallant Fox, letting the work horse canter 
half a furlong down the track and then 
Starting both of them at once. But would 
Gallant Fox go after him? Nothing doing! 
Hed canter along like he was wondering 
why the other horse didm't stop and wait 
for him to catch up. We tried it again and 
agaim, but Galant Fox just wouldn't do it. 
Perhaps he thought it would be rubbing it 
in to give his stablemate a start and a lick- 
ing as well. 

Whatever his reason, the fact remains 
that the only way we could get a really 
Satisfactory trial out of him was to use two 
horses. We'd start one away with Gallant 
Fox and let him battle the bie bay for the 
first half of the distance. Then another 
horse, which had. been cantering ahead and 
was fresh, would take up the task and race 
Gallant Fox over the rest of the route. That 
usuaily worked all right, but several times 
I had to use as many as thrree horses to get 
@ good trial out of our colt. 

We bought a horse named Flaming for 
the special purpose of helping the colt 
get ready. The arranzement worked well 
for Gallant Fox, but not so well for Plam- 
ing. Hes resting up now. 

Gallant Fox w..it2®.ed well aiter his first 
campaign on and was in excellent 
condition tor his first test as a three-year- 
old. the Wood Memorial stakes at Jamaica. 
When he won that handily enough, beai- 
ing Crack Brigade and other good horses, 
we decided that wed go after the Preak- 
ness and the Kentucky Derby, the classics 
of the spring season. Crack Brigade again 
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furnished most of the opposition in the 
Preakness. and Gallant Fox had to come 
from behind to win. It was a closer race 
than the Wood Memorial, but the betts 


horse won. 


Then came the Kentucky Derby, racing

to worry over a big race, especiaily when 
they are in strange quarters, but Gallant 
Fox made the trip from Pimlico to 
Churciull Downs like | was going heme 
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for a rest. He was just as quiet as you 
please and he never missed a meal. 

As he was being taken from the car at 
the unloading station a locomotive passed 
close by. That might have scared some 
horses. Gallant Fox merely stuck his head 
out of his box, gave the locomotive the 
once-over for a moment to satisfy that 
curiosity of his and then calmly stepped 
out of his car and went on his way. 


That coolmess never left him. It was 
a slow track—and I had been hoping for 
a fast one—but Gallant Fox paraded con- 
fidently to the post, and once the barrier 
was sprung he never left the issue in 
doubt. 


EI had gome to the paddock to see Gal- 
lant Pox before he went to the post, and 
as the horses were parading around to the 
start I went to the infield and watched our 
horse win the race and heard the cheers of 
the thousands who jammed old Churchill 
Downs. The second the horses passed the 
judges’ stand and the race was over I 
Started running: toward the colt. I thought 
I could get to him on his way back to the 
scales. But I must have been slow getting 


off the mark. Before I could get across 
the track the crowd had closed in and I 
was shut off completely. The mounted 


troopers started to clear the course and _ 


that only made matters worse for me. One 
of their well-trained horses bumped me 
over to another which gave me a shove to 
a third. I came near being a human 
football as I ever want to. The groom, 
fortunately, had succeeded in reaching 
Gallant Fox and had handed him to Mr. 
Woodward: and I remained an interested 
spectator until the ceremonies incidental 
to the presentation of the cup were just 
about over. But Im glad it was I and not 
Gallant Pox that cot pocketed in the derty. 

The big bay's n«>t eneagement was the 
Withers at Belmont Park. but Mr. Wood- 
ward preferred to wait for the Belmont 
‘stakes before starting his colt again. I 
backed him in his decision. What with 
the racine and traveling he had done Gal- 
lant Fex wes entit'ed to as long a rest as 
he could get. 

Despite his preakness 
tories our colt did 
favorite in the 


and derby vic- 
go to the post a 
Whichone was 
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given the edge as a result of his victory 
in the Withers and his excellent record as 
a two-year-old. The track was muddy and 
a light rain was falling, but the greatest 
crowd in Belmont's lristory was out to see 
the meeting of the champions. Mud at 
Belmont Park is different from that at 
most other courses. The track has a good 
hard bottom to it. Gallant Fox apparently 
found it to his liking. Before they had 
gone a mile the race was virtually decided. 
And the fact that he downed the public 
favorite didn't prevent the big bay from 
getting a tremendous ovation from the 
huge crowd as he went into the lead and 
never gave it up. 

In the ceremonies following his victory 
Gallant Fox's curiosity again came to the 
surface. Mr, Woodward had started to 
lead the colt into an inclosure near the 
judges’ stand that had been especially 
railed off for the winner. This Was some- 
thing new to the horse, and there wasn't 
time for him to get fully acquainted with 
it. He became a bit restive. Watching 
him as I hustled along trying to get there 
I was afraid he might hurt himself in his 
strange surroundings, but he quieted down 
and behaved like a gentleman. | 

Following the Belmont, Gallant Fox 
scored an easy victory in the Dwyer stakes, 
The horse was doing so well that we de- 
cided to ship him to Chicago and try for 
the American classic, run at the Windy 
city’s newest and most elaborate race 
course. Gallant Knight, that had run sec- 
ond in the derby, put up a better fight 
there than he had at Churchill Downs, but 
it wasn't good enough to win. He was a 
much better colt than I had expected te 
meet. 

I don’t think the American classic wae 
Gallant Fox's best race. In fact, I know 
very well it wasn't, and we wouldnt have 
been a bit afraid to have met Gallant 
Knight for the third time in the Latonia 
championship. The Audley farm people, 
following the American classic, expressed 
great confidence in their colt's ability to 
beat ours, but I am just as satisfied that 
Gallant Fox would have hung it on him 
again. Unfortunately, both colts were re- 
tired, so the question will never be settled, 
But the honors remain with Gallant Fox. 

After Chicago came the Travers derby. 
Never has Saratoga’s beautiful course held 
such a crowd of racing enthusiasts, all of 
them worked up to fever pitch in expecta- 
tion of the battle between the two three- 
year-old champions, Gallant Fox and 
Whichone. What a fizzle the race turned 
out to bé. After Gallant Fox and Whichone 
had raced each other into the ground on 
the muddy track the despised outsider, Jim 
Dandy, that went out at odds of 100 te l, 
came from behind and won. It was just an 
example of the glorious uncertainty of the 
turf, 


Our big bay came back in his next sjart 
and won the Saratoga cup in a gallop, and 
then we began getting him ready for the 
Lawrence realization stakes at the fall 
meeting at Belmont Park. However, he may 
have won his other races, Gallant Fox had 
the battle of his life to win the Realization. 
James Butler's colt, Questionnaire, was @ 
great horse that day and it was only after a 
terrific struggie that Gallant Fox got the 
verdict by a nose. 

Questionnaire was the one that set the 
pace, and what a pace it was. Sande rode 
with good judgment and held off the pace 
when he found it too fast. He kept two 
lengths back of Questionnaire until he 
reached the turn for home. There he closed 
the gap. 

The straight at Belmont is the longest we 
have on any of our courses with the excep- 
tion of Aqueduct, and from the home turn 
right on down to the judges’ stand the colts 
staged their epic battle. Gallant Fox, on the 
outside, had been forced a bit wider than 
was necessary by Workman, who had the 
mount on Questionnaire, but the big bey 
quickly recovered the lost ground. And, 
locked together nose to nose, the two colts 
fought it out, foot by foot and inch by tnch, 
With the air filled with a frenzied din from 
the packed stands the two horses reached 
the wire so close together that no one but 
the placing judges knew the winner, 


When the numbers went up on the board 
I heaved a sigh of relief and wiped the per- 
aspiration from my forehead, which nowa- 
days goes a long way back. But the placing 
wasnt made official for a few minutes, 
Workman had entered a protest, claiming 
that he had been crowded. It was quickly 
dismissed and the red official squere was 
siapped up under Gallant Pox's number. 


It was am wrent race the greatest I've 
seen in my lifetime on the turf. 
Then came the Jockey Club cup—Crallemt 


Fox's last race. We didnt know it at the 
time, but In winning that event he was 
making his last appearance on the turf. T¢ 
wae an easy victory. ?

HEN the freighter Creole arrived 
at New Orleans from New York 
on October 11, 1929. its skipper 
reported that ome of the passen- 
gers, Jack Kraft, had committed suicide 
by jumping overboard while the vessel was 
steaming up the Mississippi. His motive 
could not be explained exactly, but then 
there are many reasons why people com- 
mit suicide. Kraft had been infatuated with 
a@ young woman passenger, Miss Ione Orde; 
no doubt there had been a lovers’ quarrel.

WHO HAD STUDIED ART. 


Littie was known about the girl. She said 
that her parents were dead, that she had 
been educated abroad, had studied art, and 
had appeared in a show or two in New York 
as a “high-class showgirl.” She admitted 
that she had registered as Kraft’s foster- 
Sister for appearances’ sake, and that they 
had been “bumming their way to Califor- 
nia.” But she couldn't quite understand, 
apparently. why Jack had committed sui- 
cide . 

We will recite some of the other wit- 
messes’ stories, as told after the body was 
found. 


Benedict Deeley, the lookout, stated that 
he was walking the deck at 12:10 a. m., 
shortiy after his watch began, when he saw 
Miss Orde and Epstein sitting together near 
the pilot house. He said they seemed to be 
arguing. 

“After I passed them I heard her 
scream,’ he said, “and I rushed back and 
found her with her -head in her hands, 
sobbing. I didnt want to interfere, so I 
kept. on my rounds. Five minutes later I 
meared them again and I saw Kraft come 
from below the deck. He rushed by me to 
the rail and went. overboard. I think he 
jumped,” the lookout was reported to have 
added. 

Epstein, in these early reports, appeared 
unable to add much to the story. He said 
Kraft suddenly appeared on the compan- 
ionway, shouted “So long!" and dived over. 
The steward said Kraft was wearing a bath- 
robe, ‘thereby differing with Miss Orde, 


though she may have thought that the 
bathrobe was an overcoat. 
Apparently no one had heard a shot. 


All the officers seemed quite in agree- 
ment that there had been no unusual com- 
motion. Certainly if there had been a pistol 
Shot, any serious trouble, the night watch- 
man would have heard it. A boat had been 
lowered soon after Kraft went overboard, it 
was said, but no trace of. him had been 
found, despite a determined search. 


And now he had been found, with a 
bullet through the heart. 


On October 16 the police made another 
interesting discovery. Miss Orde, it seemed, 
had written a letter to John McGouldrick, 
handsome second officer of the Creole, in 
which she asked him to “remain the same 
on the subject we talked over at the hotel.” 
Here’s what she wrote: 

“Mac, dear: 

“Though I didnt see you even to say 
good-bye and things look pretty black, my 
promise still holds. I haven't changed my 
mind. Remain the same on the subject we 
talked over at the hotel the last evening I 
saw you and as soon as I am cleared of all 
this I'll write you and we can make plans. 

“You don't realize that you and thoughts 
of you are the only things that keep me 
from going to pieces. Please write to me 
immediately when you get this. I'll live for 
the letter and it will keep my courage up. 
I need it so. 

“Your Ione.” 


Confronted with this letter, and with a 
revised statement by Epstein that the girl 
had quarreled with Kraft, she now altered 
her story considerably. She said Kraft had 
accused her of paying too much attention 
to others on board, and that he had slapped 
her and tried to choke her. “When I 
screamed, Mac came up and Jack left us 
and went below,” she stated. “In a minute 
he came back on deck, ran to the rail and 
jumped over.” 

She and Epstein continued to maintain 
they knew nothing of a shot having been 
fired. 

“Several of us had been sitting on the 
deck,” said Epstein. “I was with Miss Orde, 
Kraft, and another passenger named C. D. 
Bridges. After a while Bridges left us and 
Jack asked me to let him talk to the girl 
alone. I went below and had been gone 
about 15 minutes when I heard her scream. 
She often screamed during the day, so I 
didn't think anything was wrong.’ 

He said he tried to quiet the girl and 
wat there with her when Kraft appeared 
from below and went overboard. “She 
knocked me over trying to follow him, but 
I held her,’ he added. 


THEY TRY IN VAIN 
TO MAKE AN ARREST. 


The authorities felt they were getting 
somewhere, but very siowly. They decided 
to hold Epstein and Miss Orde and to ar- 
rest McGouldrick. By this time, however, 
the Creole had shoved off for New York. 
When deputy sheriffs boarded the vessel at 
Pilot's Point, La., Captain W. C. Sundstrom 
refused to give up his second officer, say- 
ing he was needed for the operation of the 
ship. “You can arrest him in New York, 
said Sundstrom. 

So the leading suspect and the chief 
piece of evidence, the ship itself, departed 
the scene. 

Miss Orde went through something of an 
ordeal on the 17th when officers, accom- 
panied by George Kraft, of New York, the 
dead man’s brother, took her to have a 
look at the remains. Several days before, 
when asked to describe Kraft, she had 
seized a pencil and drawn a sketch of him, 
but now she was feeling rather differently. 
She fainted twice in the course of the iden- 
tification. 

“I'm—not—not sure that it’s he.” she 
moaned. 

George Kraft, however, was positive. 

The girl was locked up in the Pointe-a- 
la-Hache, La., jail, to await the action of 
the grand jury. District Attorney Leander 
Perez stated he would request the jury to 
indict McGouldrick. The case had fallen 
into Perez jurisdiction, since the body had 
been found in Plaquemines parish. He con- 
tinued to question the gir! after her try- 
ing experience at the grave and the next 
day announced that she had made a new 
Statement, and that “we obtained a lot of 
good stuff.” 

It was reported the girl had made the 


Gloria Rouser, alias lone Orde, the girl in the 


statement, “I know that neither Sammy 
nor I saw it.” 

Gilbert L. Stancliff, local head of the 
Pinkerton detective agency, took part in the 
questioning. Reporters heard Stanclift’s 
voice raised several times. Once he was 
heard to say, “When he reaches New York, 
he may throw the blame on you.” And 
again, “He’s ditched you, left you to face 
the music. Are you going to stand for 
that?” 

Nothing would be_ given out, however, 
until the grand jury meeting, scheduled for 
the following Saturday 

True to expectations, the grand jury in- 
dicted McGouldrick and it was stated that 
he would be arrested as soon as the Creole 
arrived in New York Miss Orde was closet- 
ed in the jury room for an hour-and-a-half 
and was near collapse when she emerged, 
but though it was said that she had grown 
furious with McGouldrick because he had 
gone away and left her in jail, no details 
of her testimony were made public, It was 
said that her story bad caused the second 
officer to be indicted 

While the grand jury was deliberating, 
three ship's mattresses were found on the 
west bank of the river not far from where 
the body had been discovered, washed up 
on the levee. The mattresses were identi- 
fied by Miss Orde as precisely similar to 
those upon which she, Kraft and Epstein 
had sat on the forward deck of the Cre- 
ole. She could not explain how they had 
gotten overboard. 

“We have found stains on the mat- 
tresses,” announced Sherif{ Ernest Alberti. 
“The stains will be examined.” 

Miss Orde was brought back to New Or- 
leans on the 19th and placed in jail there, 
pending the construction of women's quar- 
ters in the Plaquem nes parish hoosgow.

‘ DETECTIVES IN ROLE

Five New York detectives went down the 
bay on Monday, the 21st, in a police launch 
to meet the incoming Creole, When the 
freighter did not stop at Quarantine, the 
officers trailed it up the river to its pier 
at West llth street, where they boarded 
the Creole and placed McGouldrick under 
arrest. His fellow officers joked with him 
while he changed to civilian clothes. He 
Said it was a “lot of foolishnens.”’ 


Taken to the marine division of the po- 
lice department at the battery, he gave his 
age as 28 and his home as the Creole. He 
said he had been with the Southern Pacific 
lines for six years. Reporters were not al- 
lowed to taik to him, nor were any newse- 
papermen admitted aboard the Creole, &. 
I, Cooper, general manager of the line, 
being on hand to see that the pier guards 
did their duty. 


Cooper interviewed Captain Sundstrom 
and Deely, after McCiouldrick had been re- 
moved, and later told the following story 
to reporters: 

He sald that Deeley heard a woman 
scream at 12:10 and, investigating, found 
Ione, Kraft and Epstein sitting on a mat- 
tress. The girkwas crying. Deeley decided 
the matter was of no concern to him and 
returned forward. At 12:20 he saw Kraft 
come from the steerage, run to the rail and 
jump. Deeley ahouted to McQGouldrick, who

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investments made. Hence, what money the 
people now had left they were determined 
to keep rather than spend.

Business in general is getting to a stage 
where consumption is about to catch up 
with production. The telegraph wires are 
beginning to fill up with such messages as 
this: “Rush immediately by express ten 
gross number three twenty-four hammers 
we have orders waiting duplieate shipment 
by freight.” 

This is not fanciful. It is fact. It is a 
condition becoming apparent in my own 
factory and in other factories throughout 
the country. Stocks of merchandise are 
becoming low. Soon wholesale dealers and 
merchants will begin to anticipate business, 
iastead of waiting for their customers’ or- 
ders and they will order from factories in 
larger quantities, weeks and months in ad- 
vance. 

Meantime, the heads of industry are per- 
forming their other necessary and vital 
function—-the creation of new wants and 
markets. Necessity is still the mother of 
invention. The heads of industries are go- 
ing through their factories, finding ways to 
reduce costs and to improve _ products. 
That means more “sales appeal” to more 
prospective buyers. Cheaper and better 
rugs, cheaper and better refrigerators, 
cheaper and better auto tires, cheaper and 
better things for ten thousand kinds are 
on the market—and are being bought. New 
and attractive products are coming upon 
the market. Seven piano companies have 
made the first radical change in manu- 
facturing methods in 107 years, and will be 


able to offer a reduction of 25 per cent in 
price as a result. A new development of 
“dry icing” by use of solid carbon dioxide 
is effecting changes and improvements in 
shipment of perishable foods. The automo- 
bile owner of not many years ago thought 
himself lucky if he made a single trip with- 
out a tire puncture or blowout; and 3,509 
miles was “big tire mileage.” Now, tires sell- 
ing for less travel tien times that distance. 
Such is the legitimate function of business 
—to make products better and cheaper. Not 
necessarily lower in dollar cost; but higher 
in value to the buyer. 

And that is what is being done today, 
all over America, in practically every in- 
dustry. Methods are being appraised, re- 
vised, improved. revolutionized. 


We are on the eve of a great period of 
prosperity, a higher standard of living 
throughout America, because the mental at- 
titude of the people has changed. It is now 
one of confidence and determination. It is 
one of confidence because it is founded on 
the theory that hard work and sound think- 
ing are the basis of prosperity. The people 
now realize that they can obtain prosperity 
not by means of a governmental regulaticn 
of the price tae merchant shall get for his 
groceries or the farmer shall get for his 
wheat, but by means of the work and the 
thought which they, themselves, put into 
their business. A yvreat many people no 
longer have the notion that they can ve- 
come rich quick by speculating on the 
Stock Exchange. 


The whole atmosphere of the business 
world has been changed and clarified. 
Throughout the nation, men and women are 
putting into their work the energy and 
thought that built this country up from 
its rude beginning to its present foremost 
place among civilized nations. We must not, 
however, expect the prosperity of 1928 and 
1929 immediately to return. It will not re- 
turn this fast because time is required for 
the building of stable, firm foundations.

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MAKING FRIENDS IN A BOOK 


OO 


OME of our very finest plants, 
both in the flower family as well 
as in the vegetable family have 
come to us from far off countries 
and were first introduced to us through 
the medium of books. There is no greater 
thrill than that one found in having some 
plant that has never been heard of in the 
neighborhood growing in the garden to per- 
fection. Oftentimes plants that will grow 
well in other sections of the country have 
never been tried here for no good reason 
other than our natural preference for those 
things that we are already familiar with. 


Recently we remember an instance. of 
white calla lilies being planted out of doors 
and growing well—a thing that almost any- 
one would tell you should never be tried. 
Yet having been seen growing in that man- 
ner in Florida they were planted here in 
the same manner and not only grew tut 
bloomed the first year. So that gardener 
had made a new and valuable friend. AS 
long as she gardens she will remember 
those first white calla lilies that grew so 
well out of doors. 


This instance occurred after a trip to 
Florida—but it isn't necessary for each one 
of us to make those trips—as a great many 
people make them for us, and then write 
of their experiences that we may profit 
by them—oftentimes to a greater degree 
than themselves. 


In the illustration may be seen three 
gentlemen from widely scattered spots—Mr. 
Rockwell on the left makes his home at 
Cape May, N. J., while the two Mr, De- 
Graffs make theirs in Holland. 

They met and the picture was taken in 
the far northwestern corner of our country. 
All three of them had gone there for the 
same reason—that of seeing the more than 


200 varieties of daffodils that were blooming 


there at that time. 

Mr. F. F. Rockwell is quite well known in 
almost every garden circle for the fine books 
that he has publisned in the last few years. 
He was one of the first to introduce the 
new style in writing about gardening—that 
of writing in a pleasant, interesting manner 
without too much display of botanical 
names. Concerning this point there was 
published in the Boston Transcript “. ...

WHAT TO DO IN NOVEMBER 


IN THE HOUSE—Preparations should 
be constantly made for bulbs and 
other flowering plants for use in the 
house. Jardinieres should be resur- 
rected and cleaned ready for pots of 
lily of the valley, paper white nar- 
cissus, hyacinths and other flowers. 

SHRUBBERY—This is the proper season 
of the year for mulching roses and 
shrubbery as well as perennial borders 
and beds, and this may be best done 
with the use of peat moss and leaves. 
Too many leaves will sometimes cause 
rot by holding too much moisture, but 
if the leaves are mixed with peat moss 
and straw there will not be as much 
danger of rot. 

TREES—This is the proper season for 
protecting and repairing all kinds of 
trees. For the lesser injuries, this may 
be done very simply, but in the case 
of large cavities, an expert had best 
be called. 


PEACH TREES—Use paracide to combat 
the peach tree borer.

“Through the past decade, the interest in 
bulb gardening in this country has develop- 
ed astonishingly. And vet we have had no 
American book on bulbs for a generation 
long before there was any commercial bu!b 
production, or any real bulb gardening in 
this country. All that was written, even 
long ago, was modeled largely on the ex- 
isting European works, being mostly in the 
nature of comprehensive compendiums on 
bulbs from the botanist’s point of view. 
Splendid as these older works were in their 
way, none of them meet at all adéquately 
the needs of the present-day amateur bulb 
gardener; in fact, the “bulb garden,” in 
the modern sense of the term, was a thing 
unknown in the days when these books 
were published.” 


So much for the book—it was so very in- 
teresting when we read it again recently 
that we felt that we must recommend it 
to you, not only as a good reference book in 
case of trouble but also as a pleasant way 
to spend a couple of winter evenings by the 
fire. 

With but half a look at the calendar we 
know that by the time we turn around once 
and a half it will be the middle of Novem- 
ber. The middle of November means two 
things to every gardener in Atlanta—the 
middle of roses and the middle of bulbs. So 
many things must be done now that it 1s 
hard to choose what is the most important. 
Roses—and a thousand thoughts come to 
mind; new varieties that were introduced 
this year and should be found in every gare 
den this coming year; old favorites, like 
radiance, that must be added to; bone meal 
to work thoroughly into the soil; peat moss 
that must be worked in at the same time. 
The hybrid perpetuals should be pruned 
somewhat. But roses will have to wait until 
next week—then they may have more space 
which they more than deserve. 

So we are in the middle of bulbs: 

Those who know the beautiful poppy 
anemone—anemone coronaria—with its bril- 
liant reds, blues, rose and pinks, usually 
with a conspicuous white zone about a 
dark central boss, make them an annual 
feature of their garden. 

The ljittle dried up tubers that arrive 
when ordered do not look as if there was 
any life in them, but they are one of the 
most certain of all bulbs to grow. The dif- 
ficulty is to tell which side up to plant 
them. The side having the depression is 
one indication, and the stubs of dry roots 
another. The depression is the top. The dry 
roots indicate the bottom. In case of doubt 
plant them on the sides and they will grow. 
Bury them about two inches deep. 

They want rich, well-fertilized soil. The 
St. Brigid is one of the finest strains. 
These are semi-double and from the origi 


varieties of daffodils. 


nal St. Brigid there have been selected sev- 
eral very fine strains. The large flowered 
singles are preferred by a great many to 
the St. Brigid strain and the Caen or 
French strain is very fine in this line. 

Plant them six inches apart late in the 
fall so that they will not start into growth 
too early. They have foliage much re- 
sembling plain-leaved parsley, and from 
this foliage rise stems of from six inches 
to a foot, bearing the large flowers, which 
in coloring rival the tulips. A number of 
stems are sent from each tuber. 


L 


While bulbs are the nearest to foolproof 
plant material there is, and unless buried 
so deep they can never reach the surface, 
a crop of bloom is sure to result, proper 
planting means a great deal in the quality 
and quantity of bloom. A few general prin- 
ciples should be observed. 


First of all, bulbs need good drainage. 
This is a prime factor and if the soil Js 
heavy and not well drained, raise the beds 
six inches above the surrounding soi] level 
to give the necessary drainage. 


Plant the bulbs deep enough. With very 
few exceptions it ls better to err on the 
side Of depth than of shallowness. The 
two notable exceptions are crown imperials 
and candidum lilies. These two bulbs, al- 
though of large size, suggesting that they 
should be down at least six inches as need- 
ed for other bulbs of their size should not 
be covered with more than two inches of 
soil, 


Tulips will burrow to 18 inches or more 
and come up regularly and bloom if Jett 
to themseives, but from five to six inches 
from the top of the bulb is their proper 
planting depth. 

Narciss] need the same depth from the 
top of the bulb, but owing to the dillerent 


shape and sometimes the much larger size, 
the base of the bulbs is usually an inch 
deeper than the tulip. Snowdrops and scillas 
should go down about two and one-half to 
three inches. Crocuses should have two 
inches of soil above them. The erythroniums 
need about four inches of cover. So do the 
checkered lilies, fritillaria meleagris. The 
anemones for cold frame planting need only 
an inch of soil to cover them 


The lilies need the deepest planting and 
they can go as deep as a foot down for 
candidums, with good results. The distance 
apart is rather elastic, but in genera) five 
inches is the closest any of them should be 
planted. 

They should not have any barnyard ma- 
nure as fertilizer. Bone meal is the only 
safe fertilizer to dig in the soil, with pot- 
ash salts or wood ashes an excellent diress- 
ing upof® the surface, 


The trumpet narcissi—the branch of this 
family known as daffodils, while the small- 
er cupped forms are known as narcissi— 
give the finest early spring display of soft 
yellows and at the same time furnish the 
first out-door cutting material of the yenr, 
often coming in March in favorable seasons, 


WHAT TO PLANT IN NOVEMBER 


PLANTS—Set out roses, strawberry 
plants, all kinds of shrubbery, irises, 
both Japanese and Spanish-Dutch and 
peony crowns, 

BULBS—Noveinber la the best month 
for planting bulbs, Plant snowdrops 
and crocuses for early apring flowering 
Piant tulips, daffodila, hyacinths, 
ranunculus, anemones and grape hy- 
acinths out of doors. Plant paper 
white narcissi, Boliel d'or and Chinere 
sacred jilles in water. Use freesias, 
double and single early tulips, Roman 
hyacinths and Dutch hyacinths in 
pots, 

SHRUBBERY—November is the finest 
month in the year for planting flower- 
ing shrubs and broad leaved evere 
greens. 

ROSES—Now is the best time of the 
year for planting roses. Prune your 
old bushes and mulch them thorough- 
ly. Put on plenty of mulch if your 
roses are budded. Most of them are, 

LILIES—Plant regal Wiles, golden-rayed 
lilies, tiger Lilies, speciosum magnili- 
cum and lily of the valley. 

VEGETABLES—Sow lettuce, cabbage 
and onion seeds in the coid fran. 
Piant your asparagus bed now. 

FRUITS AND BERRIES—Now ie the 
best time to plant all kinds of frurt 
trees, berries, grapes and nut trees,
